Mrs. William Thaw, from her hotel, 
joined in the demand of her son. 
Martin W. Littleton, whose conduct 
of the case as chief counsel for the 
defense has won so much favorable 
comment, finally prevailed against the 
wishes of the mother, indicating to 
her that he believed it would be better 
for the present to obey the mandate of 
the court.

Jewel Said to Have Been Pawned to 
A id Columbus on H is Voyage 
— Was Once P roperty of 
Senator Tabor. 


Denver.—Tile recent sale at auction 
of the famous Isabella diamond, a1- ..... ..... 
leged to be one of the original gems made him 
pawned by the queen of Spain to pay 
for the voyage of Columbus which re­ 
sulted in the discovery of America, 
has brought to light some interesting 
details of the history of this and other 
gems. 
It was sold in this city to sat­ 
isfy a note given by Elizabeth Tabor, 
widow' of Senator H. A. W. Tabor, 
who was one of the most picturesque 
characters of the w'est. 


the depths, he passed away. 
His sec­ 
ond wife, with the estate all gone, the 
jewels pawned and sold and nothing 
left of the former splendor, now lives 
with her only daughter in a log cabin 
near Leadville, close to the famous 
mine which made the senator’s wealth 
The collection of jewels, which has 
passed out of the hands of the Tabor 
estate, was part of the gifts made by 
the senator to his second wife. The 
Isabella diamond was the principal 
one in the collection. 
It was brought 
to Denver from New York with of 
tidal papers which authenticated it& 
Msfdry, and was transferred to the 
| Tabor collection through a local jewel 
ry house. 
That w'as 20 years ago 
Since then it has been the subject oi 
I almost constant litigation. 
Among the jewelry in the collection 
wras a belt, valued at $5,000, which was 
the only one of the kind in the world 
Tt was made in almost perfect im!ta 
tion cf a big snake and was of 18 
karat gold. 
The collection was pawned with the 
I t irst National 
bank of 
this 
city 
through Herman Powell, to secure a 
note for $25,000 owing Powell by the 
Tabor estate. 
It was sold by Powell 
to satisfy the note and in that way got 
into the vaults of the bank. 
Efforts 
were made to sell the gems privately 
I through a commission appointed for 
that purpose. 
This resulted in suits 
being brought in court to have them 
sold at auction. 
The Tabor estate at that time was 
considerably in debt and the widow 
was meeting with the first of the re­ 
verses which finally completely en 
gulfed her. The popularity of the late 
senator caused steps to be taken by 
bis friends three years ago to settle 
the claims. 
Mrs. Tabor was enabled 
to retain the jewels. 
One year ago 
she w-as in want and she pawned them 
with the Continental Trust Company 
to secure a loan of $S,650. 
This loan 
she was unable to take up and the 
present sale followed. 
A pitiful climax to the tragedies of 
the Tabor family was presented when 
the sale w-as over. 
An elderly gray­ 
in' jewel, valued at $2o,000, was haired woman, who declined to give 
her name or reveal her identity other 
than to say that she was a close per 
sonal friend of Mrs. Tabor, was pres 
ent to watch the disposal of the gems. 
At the conclusion of the sale she mo­ 
tioned the purchaser to one side and 
with a quivering voice asked him not 
to sell the smallest gem in the collec­ 
tion for a while. 
It was Mrs. Tabor’s 
engagement ring, w'hich had gone with 
the others, and she wanted an oppor­ 
tunity to save it if possible. 
Mason, who bought the collection, 
will give part of the jewels to his wife 
and the others will he sent east. The 
Isabella diamond, the most valuable 
in the collection, shows the effect of 
age, and to restore its brilliancy it will 
have to be recut. 
The danger of in­ 
juring the gem through that process 
has detracted from 
its 
speculative 
value.

Tidball located the rani s band near 
the head of Hurlbnrt canyon during 
the Christmas holidays and got close 
enough to ascertain that Old Iron­ 
sides w'as still master of the bunch.

GREATEST CONCRETE BRIDGE.

Spokane, Wash.—Old Ironsides, for 


years the undisputed leader of a big 
band of mountain sheep in tho To- 
bacco Root range, east of Spokane, 
has gone the way of his forbears and 
as a result Henry Tidball of Silver 
Star, Mont., nature lover and sports- 
man, has earned a reward of $150, 
In addition to becoming the owner of 
a beautiful skin as a trophy of the 
wild trail. 


The ram, which was coal black and 


weighed 302 pounds, was known to 
every sportsman who ever invaded 
•the range. . Many at various times 
tried their luck and risked their lives 
1n following the animal, but it was 
of little or no purpose, as Old Iron- 
sides, as tho ram was dubbed by the 
pursuers, seemed to bear a charmed 
life. .

New Explosive to Replace Steam and 


Gasoline in Driving Ships. 


New York.—A new motive power 


known as "rnotorite," which is ex- 
pected to revolutionize torpedoes and 
torpedo boats and possibly in the fu- 
ture replace steam as a motive power 
for ocean-going /vessels, has been in" 
vented, it Is announced by Hudson 
Maxim, the inventor. It is said that 
Mr. Maxim has already made exten- 
sive tests with models of torpedoes 
and torpedo boats and has notified the 
government of his 
invention. 
"Mo- 


torjte," the new motive power which 
is the basis of the torpedo ,ind torpedo 
boat, is said to be a combination of 
certain powerful 
explosives and 
by 


means of it torpedoes

boats are propelled through the water 
at great speed. Mr. Maxim says that 
an ordinary-sized torpedo can be sent 
through the water at a speed of 60 
miles an hour, while the best of the 
present gasoline-driven projectiles do 
not travel faster than 35 miles an ' 
hour.

boat, which is practically submerged, 
can be propelled, the inventor says, 
at a rate of from 55 to 60 miles an 
hour.

Just Finished at Washington and Re* 


markable for Several Reasons. 


Washington.—The largest concrete 


bridge in the world has just received 
the finishing touches at Washington. 
The Connecticut avenue bridge, as It 
Is known, spans the deep gorge of 
Rock creek, not 15 minutes by trolley 
from the center of the city. 


The structure is remarkable for sev- 


eral reasons. In the first place it is 
built entirely of concrete without be- 
ing re-enforced with steel. 


It is 1,421 feet long, with a 52-foot 


roadway and' a walk on either side. 
The floor of the bridge is 136 feet 
above the ground. There are several 
150-foot arches and two narrow ones 
of 82 feet. 


Work was begun about seven years 


ago on the foundations, though the 
plans had already taken about two 
years to complete. The work halted 
owing to the failure of congress to ap- 
propriate 
enough 
money 
to com- 


plete it. 


But about three years ago the nec- 


essary bills went through and a really 
beautiful bi idgo is now the result. 
Tho cost was $1,000,000.

Oklahoma Now Has 80,000 Catalpa 


Trees Growing on Sand Hills. 


Pond 
Creek, 
Okla.—J. W. Bird's 


venture in starting a catalpa forest 
has proved very successful for 
the 


first year. He bought raw land in the 
sand hills just east of the town for his 
project and broke it up last winter 
and spring. 


He planted about 300,000 seeds, ex- 


pecting to get about one-fourth that 
number of plants. He now has be- 
tween 80,000 and 
100.000 vigorous, 


healthy young trees. Next spring he 
will transplant and if the trees come 
through the winter well expects to 
have about 80 acies in trees. 


As an illustration of what remark-

in 


this soil and climate Mr. Bird has In 
his office a tree cut by W. H. Farmer, 
who lives one mile from the former's 
catalpa farm. Last April Mr. Farmer 
cut back a two-year-old seedling, and 
since then the tree has 
made a 


growth of ten feel six inches.
